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NAZIS’ SECOND “PURGE” 


WHATEVER else may be said of the latest events in the Germigfa 
Reich, they at least give the lie to the fanciful pictures that have 
been industriously drawn of a people knit in total harmony 
under a nationally worshipped leader. It is impossible to 
reconcile the wholesale dismissals of generals and diplomatists 
with the idyllic conditions which those who have been seduced 
by the specious propaganda of Totalitarians have so often called 
upon us to admire. And if the first Nazi ** purge’”’ of June 30th, 
1934. did not put foreign observers on their guard against 
propagandist fairy tales, its successor will, it may now be hoped, 
predispose them, in their own interests, to a little wholesome 
epticism. In point of fact, behind the illusory facade of German 
unity a constant conflict has proceeded, especially between the 
army chiefs and the regime, a conflict of mentalities, reinforced 
on the one side by age-long traditions. It first became evident in 
the June 30th Slaughter, which claimed among its victims General 
VON SCHLEICHER. If extended thereafter behind the scenes, in the 
departments of foreign affairs and Church policy.

changes on the already critical position of the German Jews. On 
the face of the facts, as so far disclosed, the prospect 1s 
disquieting. Any doubts as to that statement are dispelled by the 
composition of the Cabinet within a Cabinet which has now been 
set up, and which includes notorious Jew-baiters such as GOEBBELS, 
to name only one. The conspicuous part taken in the crisis by 
the extremist Herr Himmier, the Chief of the German police, is 
another warning factor. But more convincing than these facts is 
the intensified anti-Jewish campaign which has just set in, and 
which shows that. so far as the German Jews are concerned, the 
Radicals of the Nazi Party are firmly in the saddle and will ruth- 
lessly ride down any opposition. Barely a day passes without 
some new blow falling upon the hapless Jewish population, and, 
as One correspondent records, the Jewish charity organisations are 
So heavily deluged that they are as much as five weeks in arrears 
even in answering applications for relief. In short, the staggering 
Jewish tragedy is being hurried to its den*tuvement. That is the stark 
truth that stares us in the face. It is an infinitely depressing 
Outlook, But nothing is to be gained by pretending that black is 
white. 


Perhaps the worst feature of recent events is to be found in 


their repercussions in Italy. Almost before the ink dried on the 
Fiihrer’s new decrees, his political soul-mate, the Duce, had 
wired effusive congratulations. The reply of Herr HITLER con- 
tained the statement that his task would be to cement further the 
political and ideological relations between Germany and Italy. 
The word ** ideological ** has an ominous ring. ‘Up till the 
present; the domestic policies and practices of the two countries 


have marched in step-——not excluding the Prussian ** goose-step.”’ 
‘One main point of difference existed—in the treatment of the 
respective Jewish Communities. Our own news columns, how- 
ever, with their reports of the increasingly violent and incessant 
anti-Jewish tirades tn the controlled Italian Press, must have 
prepared our readers tor a change in [tahan policy towards the 
Jews: and concurrently with the upheaval in Germany and the 
exchange of telegrams between the two all-highests has come 
confirmation of Jewish forebodings. The cementing of ideological 
relations is already in progress. As. The Times Correspondent 
puts it, “* anti-Semitism must now be added to the various other 
German cults which are being copied in Italy in order to 
emphasise the reality and strength of’ the Rome-Berlin axis.”’ 
He cites several examples of the new-old deal for Jews already 
officially inaugurated. They are aimed against Jewish authors. 
But. we are assured that there is reason to believe that more 
demonstrative measures are under consideration. The Italian 
press approval of the recent Rumanian anti-Jewish moves was 
certainly significant in this connection, as are the reports of hostile 
steps W hich we publish this week. And all this, be it remembered, 
not because the handful of 40,000. patriotic Italian Jews are a 
danger to the State. but because somebody has to be sacrificed on 
the altar of Nazi-ltalian intimacy—and if so, who but the time- 
honoured scapegoat, the Jew? Cold-blooded Machiavellianism 
could not further go. But at least the alignment of Italian Fascism 
with German Nazism in the anti-Jewish sphere strips the last 
shred of plausibility from the suggestion that Fascism ts not 
necessarily anti-Semitic—whatever other views may be held in 
pure academic theory. 

In the dismal situation which has thus developed, tt ts, as we 
have said. hard to find substantial grounds for hope. — It is 
possible that the German army, with its proud and independent 
traditions, may not take its subjugation to the Nazi Party 
lying down. The persecution of the Churches, now once again 
vividly illustrated in the secret trial of Dr. NIEMOELLER and the 
open war with the Holy See, may one day shake the Naz regime 
to its foundations. The rise, too, in the cost of living in Germany, 
the groans of the big industrialists under accumulated taxation 
and restraints, and the tottering finances of the Reich (paralleled 
also in Italy) may sooner or later exert their influence. But these 
things belong to the incalculable future. Nevertheless, Jews must 
not, even if only because they dare not, despair. They must 
summon their traditional composure, and face the future with 
fortitude, in the certainty that right must, in the long run, prevail, 
as it has prevailed time and again in the tragic annals of their 
stormy past. They must also steadily let in the light on Jewish 
sufferings, and tirelessly reiterate their appeals to the consciences 
of the nations. Certainly, this is not the time to contemplate the 
closing down of the office of the High Commissioner for German

JEWS AND MEDICINE. 


Apropos of the large number of Jews studying medicine in the Univer- 
sities of this country—a subject which has attracted considerab'e 
interest in these column; of late—some figures recently published in 
the SUNDAY Times are of considerable interest. These show first that 
the newly-qualitied medical practitioners in this country ros: from 1,168 
in the year 1913 to 2,214 in the year 1937—or nearly double; and 
secondly, that the number of medica! students in the Univer.ities 
of Great Britain rose from 8,387 in the year 1928 to 12,923 
in the year 1935, and that they formed in the latter year 
over twenty-five per cent. of the total number of students. This 
proportion is no doubt smaller than that given in the “Jewish 
Year Book *’ for Jewish medical students. But, broadly, the figures 
given above indicate that the Jewish preference for a doctor’s 
career only reflects, after all, a growing general tendency. The 
Secretary of the National Union of Students asks why so many are 
training for medicine—a question that is disturbing many minds in our

THE ROAD TO REDEMPTION 


By WATCHMAN 


A yew weeks ago, in this column, I ventured to state that as the Jews 
were not allowed by the nations to work out their owa ideas for their 
salvation, it was up to the rest of the world, which had barred the way, 
to propound suggestions of its own, if only in the general interests. 
Tha! proposition has elicited three letters to THe JewitsH CHRONICLE 
from writers all eminent in their respective spheres. The first, from 
Cardinal Hinsley, dectaring that His Eminence took the same stand 
against persecution as his distinguished predecessors,Cardinals Manning 
and Bourne. was a declaration that must have cheered the heart of 
all who read. tt. One could hope for no nobler examples to 
follow, and one is profoundly appreciative of Cardinal Hinsley’s 
pronouncement. ‘The second letter came from Lord Snell, a prominent 
figure in political life, and the third from Mr. St. John Ervine, whose 
distinction in the realms of drama and criticism does not need to be 
stressed. All three communications breathed the warmest sympathy, 
and were informed by an earnest wish that something might be done to 
mitigate at long last, if not to end, the age-long anxieties and sufferings 
of the Jewish people. -I should be omitting an obvious duty did I not 
here record my warm recognition of the spirit that moved them. 


Bit this.same sense of gratitude carries with it the duty to ponder 
carefully what the writers have to say. In the first place then, I heartily 
wclcome Lord Saeil’s expression of cordial agreem:nt with what -he 
correctly describes as my main contention. It is true, he tells us, that 
‘the problem of the persecuted Jew ts on the consciznce.of the world 

especially the world of non-Jewish people. The Jews can make 
ther own contribution to its soluuion, but the resporsibility for it 
belongs to the Genti'e.”” That is the admission which I sought.” It 
would be made—who can doubt it?—by many others the world 
over, and particularly in this country. The trouble, alas. is_ that 
we rarely hear it openly proclaimed, and that only on two 
occasions in recent times was it. given concrete expression. The 
lirst ume was when the Minorities Treaties were framed. Those 
Treaties are to-day little better than waste paper. The second was 
when fifty nations resolved to restore the Jewish homeland. 
To-day, their Mandatory for this purpose is recoiling from its 
appointed task. Ut 1s these fathures which drive many Jews to bitter 
reflection, and which were certainly in my mind when I wrote the article 
referred to, They should not fill us with despair. They do call for 
insistence on the truth which Lord Snell acknowledges, and for 
increasing efforts to hammer into Gentile minds the fact that, in Lord 
Snell's words, ** the problem of the persecuted Jew is on the conscience 
of the world—especially the world of non-Jewish people. 


Lord SNELL does, however, differ from me on one important point. 
Some examination of his argument is very necessary. He denies that 
the emancipation hope has been proved an ‘‘illusion.*’ Well, my 
Statement that it had was qualified by the sentence that followed — 
~ over great stretches of the earth's surface emancipation has been wholly 
er partially undone.”’ Can that proposition be contested in the 
light of the German catastrophe, the Polish sorrow, and the latest 
Rumanian misfortune? Even in many countries where it is not 
~undone,”’ is it not true to say that it is under perpetual challenge 
in Lithuania, Yugoslavia, Hungary, even among some, at least, of the 
Dem cracies themselves ?. The other day I came across the extraordinary 
if not startling statement —printed in this journal, and made at the 
annual meeting of the B'nai B'rith Executive in America—that no 
fewe: than 107 anti-Jewish organisations are at this moment functioning 
in the United States and Canada. Think of that! One hundred and 
‘even Organisations in two countries, all concentrating on the Jew! 
They may be small organisations—I don’t know !—but that they are so 
a testifies at least to widespread hostility to Jews and their 
rignts, 


EVEN some of the British Dominions are not immune, as the case of 
Canada, and—more poignantly—South Africa, testifies. And what of 
Sur own blessed land of liberty? Hear what the Anglo-Jewish 
historian, Dr, Cecil Roth, said at a recent Maccabi symposium :‘ 

‘’ Conditions even in this country are none too bright. It is true that 
we have not quite the same anti-Semitic menace that we had a few years 
“80. But remember that that last anti-Semitic agitation in this country, 
Which was, at one period, a dangerous agitation, was the product 
ultimately of economic distress, and if economic distress Comes upon us 
“sain, the seeds are already planted. The anti-Semitic movement ts 

Y already here. And who knows where it will stop and when it will stop *

wisely, I am confident, hold firm to its ancient traditions o 

Sounet ut what would become of Jewish emancipation in some of those 
res where it is already assailed and crumbling? ** It will take 


three hard winters to persuade Britain into the adoption of Protec- 
tion, Mr. Bonar Law was often quoted as saying. The Jew-baiters 
may in their heart of hearts be praying for some great upheaval, 
fconemic or worse, in order to rally the masses of their countrymen 
to the great anti-Jewish crusade and seal the fate of the Jewish victims. 
With the uimost deference to Lord Snell, IL think that these facts and 
doubts cannot be ignored when we are talking of emancipation. I 
would even go further and Suggest that emancipation, in one of its 
aspects, hasin actual fact brokea dowa almost everywhere. For the 
political ficld is not the only one in which equality, to be complete, 
must operate. There is such a thing as social emancipation— 
freedom and equality in the great area of day-to-day social relation- 
Ships. These are of at least as great consequence as the equality 
ordained by law, for they touch life at some of its most sensitive spots. 
Yet who would deny that in more than or2 country where the political 
emancipation of Jews stands firm, their social emancipation can hardly 
be said to be intact. The fact of the matter is that political systems, 
during the efflorescence of Liberalism, outran the ethical evolution 
of many nations, whether voluntarily or under comoulsion. The 
Statute book was, and has remained, in advance of many a“ manin 
the street."’ And to-day the reactionaries are dragging back the Law 
into step with their owa march and their own direction. 
* 


HAVING satd so much, however, let mz go on to add that I have not the 
leest desire to overstate the facts—but only to se: the situation tn its 
true perspective and see it whole. I have never argued that the 
Jewish efforts at auto-redemption have all failed of their ow. futility, 
but that they failed, wholly or in part, because they were obstructed 
by the nations, end upon that. | based my urgent appeal to 
these nations to make suggestions of their own for dealing with that 
Jewish question which is, in essence, a world question. fF have never 
desired to foster a spirit of defeatism in th: Jew. Ona the coatrary, f 
have urged. him again and again in these columns to shun despair like 
the plague. 1 believe, with Lord Snell, that ** any Jew who loses heart 
in the struggle is needlessly depressing his people."’ I go further, and 
say that submission to the brute forces which now bluster and threaten 
would be a betrayal not only of Jews but of humanity in the mass, and 
a flat denial of the living God and the Divine scheme cf things.

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hope. Nor must the action that is to forward victory stop there. 
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But though belief in victory is half the battle, it is not the whole. Victory 
must be founded on reason as Well as on faith, and it must be forwarded 
by action. Dr. Roth tells us that he is not quite sure that the anti- 
Jewish menace in this country is not, on the long view, greater 
than it was, and he holds that the outcome depends, above all, on the 
future of Liberalism and Liberty in the Western world. True, however, 
though that manifestly be, the success of Liberalism, in its broad 
teachings of course, depends, in its turn, on a change of heart. Until 
then, as Mr. Sidney Dark remarked at the symposium already referred to, 
‘** minorities would never be safe from the risk of persecution.*” When, 
therefore, we all set ourselves out reso'utely to bring about the change 
of heart, when we refuse determinedly to condone inequality and 
wrong in the hope of snatching therefrom political advantage, then our 
belief in victory will rest on reason as well as faith, on fact as well as 
The 
free peoples have to fortify their own social and political structures, 
to strengthen their own morale, and to carry their teachings without 
bated breath or whispering humbleness to the ends of the carth, so 
that, wherever possible, the peoples may learn the truth. 


Apove all, there is one direction in which the Jews can also act con- 
structively. They can and must pers:vere unflinchingiy with their 
Palestine endeavour. I do not agree with Mr. St. John Ervine when he 
declares that we have suffered s> much ihe War from the 
recrudescence of neo-Nationalism and the herrib'e fury of small 
nationalities that he could wish the Jews to offer the world an example 
by repudiating nationality altog:ther. No doubt, as he says. we have 
had bitter cause to regard th: spirit of nationa!ism with aversion and 
disgust. But is there not in these remarks an assumption that the Jewish 
people in Palestine would manifest the same bigoted into’erance, 
the same ** horrible fury ** that Mr. St. John Ervine so rightly abhors? 
And why should he harbour fears which are in radical conflict with Jewish 
ideals as well as with the who'e spirit which has informed the Zionist 
movement since the first great day when Herzl took up his parable? If 
I thought for one moment that the fears Mr. St. John Ervine expresses 
were well-based, and that the whole outcome of Zionist efforts would be 
to set up some quarrelsome, aggressive, petty-minded little Balkan State 
in Palestine, | would say good-bye to any personal interest in the move- 
ment, and so, I believe, would thousands of others. Moreover, the only 
result of the establishment of a Jewish **Balkap’’ Power in the Near 
East would be to attract to it enmities which might well, sooner or later, 
overwhelm it. I do not belteve such a State to be even a practical 
proposition, and the alarm as to its emergerice seems to be based on a 
confusion between a sane patriotism and the mad-dog nationalism 
which is menacing the world. A Jewish self-governing Palestine, partner 
in the British CommonWea'th of Nations—I do not much care whether 


since 


it is called State or not—would, on the other hand. be a new and 


invaluable factor in the world’s moral evolution. It would reduce 
Jewish suffering, if not ultimately end it, and ennoble Jewish life every- 
where. And Jewry would help to save itself by its own efforts and the 
world by its example. That, in my heart of hearts I believe, is the 
action by which victory must be forwarded, and that the contribution 
which Jews themselves must make to the soJution of the Jewish problem 
—if the nations will only give them right of way ! 


KASHRUS COMMISSION 
[COMMUNICATED] 


Mr. Reuben Lincoln presided at a meeting of the Commission. The 
Beth Din were represented by Dayanim Dr. A. Feldman. I. Abramski. and 
M. Gollop. It was unanimously agreed that the requirements laid down 
by the Beth Din must be strictly adhered to at all functions supervised by the 
Kashrus Commission. It was resolved to ensure that advertisements by 
restaurateurs shall be of uniform character, viz., “ Licensed by the Kashrus 
Commission with the sanction of the Beth Din.” Applications from four 
additional salt-beef shop proprietors, to come under supervision were 
referred to the Executive. 

The Chairman mentioned the fact that they had been able to establish 
a system by which persons attending banauets at West End hotels were 
able to assure themselves of the Kashrut of the function by the appearance 
of special cards on the tables, and the exhibition of the registered design 


over the table plan, intimating that the function was supervised by the 
Kashrus Commission. 


WORLD UNION FOR PROGRESSIVE JUDAISM 
London Meeting of Governing Body 
[COMMUNICATED] 


_Rabbinical and lay leaders. of Progressive Jewish Communities in 
Germany, Great Britain, and Holland attended the sessions of the governing 
body of the World Union for Progressive Judaism in London. 

The governing body recorded its gratification at the rapid strides made 
by the movement in South Africa and Australia, a new Temple having 
recently been consecrated in Melbourne. - A report was received on the 
growth of Progressive Judaism in Palestine, where a form of worship and 
of religious activity was being developed in harmony with local conditions 
and in response to local needs. New groups had been formed in Tel-Aviv 
and a number of settlements. It was agreed to accept the affiliation of a 
new Progressive Jewish group in Danzig. 7 

The Youth Committee reported that April 10th would be observed as 
Youth Day by Progressive Jewish Comniunities throughout the world, and 
that arrangements had been completed for the publication of a periodical

Ben Sirach in the Apocryphal boos 
Ecclesiasticus (chapter 50) presents us with a glowing account, bo h 
of the appearance of Simon in his priestly magnificence and of ‘'< 
love and reverence with which his character and public services inspired 
his people, Here are a few sentences from Ben Sirach’s panegy!'<: 
“ How glorious was he when the people gathered round him at 's 
coming forth from the sanctuary: as the morning star in the mics! 
of a cloud, as the moon at the full, as the sun shining forth upon ‘e 
Temple of the Most High, as the rainbow giving light in clouds ©!

Otto Schiff Agrees to Stand 
GREAT RECORD OF COMMUNAL SERVICE 


[By a Correspondent} 


the news that Mr. Otto Schiff has consented to stand for the vacant 
Vice-Presidency of the Deputies must be generally welcome and in 
particular to those who have some intimate knowledge of the man 
and his work—of the tireless labours he has for years carried out 
quietly and unobtrusively on behalf of his fellow-Jews upon whom 
‘ii-fortune and the buffetings of cruel persecution have fallen. 

\tr Schiff comes from a family in which public and communal 
service had become a tradition. His father, Philipp Schiff. was well 
| known for his philanthropic work 
ee in Frankfort-on-Main and his keen 

in Jewish affairs generally. 
Jacob Schiff, his uncle. in New York 
was one of the leaders of World 
Jewry, and his name will go down as 
such in Jewish history. 

In all those circumstances, it is not 
surprising that Otto Schill took an 
interest in Anglo-Jewish charity work 
from the start of his career. In early 
days he came under the influence of 
the late Hermann Landau and 
joined the latters litth band of 
helpers at the Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter. 

Mr. Schill soon had an oppor- 
tunity of showing his organising 
qualities, when early in the century 
there occurred a great wave ol 
immigration from Russia following 
the Russo-Japanese War and when 
the Shelter became a place of refuge 
for these transmigrants during their temporary stay in London. In 
the years following this rush, Mr. Schiti devoted himself to the every- 
day work of the Shelter. This work comprises not only the care 
of transmigrants passing through London on their way to overseas 
countries, but also a multitude of other matters. Incidentally, the Shelter 
performs a task of the utmost value for the Anglo-Jewish Community 
by preventing immigrants, ignorant of English laws and regulations, 
from committing breaches of the law, thereby keeping Jewish people 
out of the Police Courts. 

In the days before the existence of the Aliens Restrictions Acts, the 
work was especially arduous, and Otto Schiff was unremitting tn his 
attention to it. This experience stood him in good stead afterwards, 
because years of hard work in the East End gave him an intimate 
knowledge of Jewish lite and conditions.

Work for Belgian-Jewish Refugees 


Soon after the outbreak of the Great War in August, 1914, London 
became flooded by a large influx of Belgian refugees, fleeing from the 
German invasion of their country. Amongst these refugees were some 
12.000 Jewish people. mainly from Brussels and Antwerp, and the 
Shelter became the centre of the relief action. Upon Otto Schill, 
together with his late brother Ernst, fell the brunt of the relief work, 
and here again he showed his great organising capacity. For many 
days he worked twenty hours out of the twenty-four to cope with the 
plicht of the vast stream of refugees. Gradually order was 
introduced into what at first appeared like unorderable chaos. The 
Shelter Committee was enlarged by co-opting additional members, 
it became the “ Jewish War Refugees Committee.” 


War Service in the Ranks 


Curly in the War, Otto Schiff joined the Army as a gunner in the 
Royal Field Artillery, serving in that regiment till the end of hostilities; 


he refused to avail himself of opportunities to secure a Commission 
anc except for a short period when he was in England recovering 
troy 


| a wound, was at the front in France all the time. On being 
demobilised in 1919, he resumed his work at the Shelter, assisting in 
ihe repatriation of the refugees from Belgium. On the death of 
Heimann Landau in 1922. he was elected President of the Institution, 
4 post which he still occupies. 

Writing in 1938, it seems strange to think that it is only a com- 
paratively few years ago that some members of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community were asking themselves the question as to whether the 
Jews Temporary Shelter was still needed. At that time, immigration 
into this country was practically stopped and the quota law in America 
had greatly reduced the number of transmigrants. 


Caring for Hitler's Jewish Victims 


And then suddenly, a new exodus was heralded by the arrival ol 
€xtles from Germany, and all those who dimly foresaw the tragic 
extent of the new problem turned to the Shelter, and to the man 
~ the head of the Shelter, to grapple and cope with this fresh need. 
robably Otto Schiff himself would be the first to confess that, in those 
early days of 1933, he never foresaw how great would be the demands 
yrs upon the organisation for which he was responsible. No one, 
aS ink, foresaw the ruthless way in which the German-Jewish Com- 
unity would little by little be exterminated. 
r. Schiff’s gallant War record speaks for his courage; but courage

first How his private business affairs were managed in those 
hectic anxious months I do not know; but I do know that, long 
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into the night, he was at his post, consoling, encouraging, soothing 
unhappy people suddenly overwhelmed by misfortune. 


Winning the Help of the Home Office 

It was also of immense advantage to have a man known and trusted 
by the immigration authorities at the Home Office. Successive Secre- 
laries Of State and successive permanent officials had known the Schiff 
brothers, had known them and had trusted them. They knew that 
each case would be presented and pleaded with the utmost skill and 
infinite care, but there would be no evasions. The Home Office was 
dealing with a man Straight as a die, a man whose word was his bond. 
Mutual confidence was established. The officials in Whitchall have to 
administer laws and regulations, but within their ambit there is room 
lor sympathy and consideration, and these are forthcoming, always 
provided there is trust. Otto Schiff is trusted. and rightly trusted. 

So much for his work in Whitehall: and now for his work at Woburn 
House, where the activities of the Refugee Committee were transferred 
Irom the Shelter in Mansell Street. 


The Burdens of Other's Misiortunes 


Ihe same qualities that have won recognition in Government offices 
have been needed in the endless interviews with refugees. As all who 
work on the Refugee Committee soon find out, it is so easy to give a 
lew encouraging words. It is so easy to say “1 will do my best” o: 
“fT will bear it in mind” and then to forget all about what one has 
said and that what are a few casual words to the speaker are of over- 
whelming importance to him or to her to whom they aré addressed. 
It is so difficult, especially when one is physically tired, to remain 
patient and to keep in mind the saying about how bitter a thing H 


is to climb the stairs of a stranger's house in order to ask for help 

In the early days. when other people were dropping with fatigue, 
when tempers were frayed, and when many of the workers wished 
to be anywhere but at Woburn House, a visit to the room where 


Schiff was interviewing refugees would provide the harassed worke: 
with a lesson in inexhaustible patience and forbearance and also a 
lesson in shrewdness and incisiveness of speech. 


Kindness with Strength and Shrew dress 


People may try to hoodwink or pull wool over Otto Schill’s eyes 
once. They are not likely to do so twice. The gentle patient voice 
can also be exceedingly stern when sternness is called tor. Anybody 
would be asking tor trouble who tried to persuade Otto Schill that 
white was black or that wrong was right. And one turther point. It 
is very easy to say “ Yes ™; but it is not of everyone that.a man who 
has met with a refusal would say, as a refugee did not so long ago: 
“ ve been turned down; but | must say [ve had a patient hearing and 
have been fairly treated.” 

A sense of humour, a sense of justice, a sense of what Lord Baldwin 
called “ the infinite value of the human soul”: these are what we need 
in communal as well as in national life. Otto Schitf possesses them all.

and ereat decorum. Mr. de Casseres said the service was an inicresting 
one and followed pretty. well the Minhag of their Synagogue. The 
intonation of the service was the most impressive which he had ever 
heard. The fact stood out that these people who had more or less been 
living for hundreds of years as members of another faith, had retained 
their love of Judaism and had come to the service full of enthusiasm for 
the future. It was a great privilege to represent the Congregation on that 
memorable occasion. and he had expressed their wishes when he told them 
that the, sent therr congratulations coupled with the hope that they would in 
time attain to the great position of their ancestors. (Applause.) 


Helping the Oporto Sy nagogue 


~ Mr. de Casseres said that at some time they would be called upon to 
take a decision as to what support they would be prepared to give to 
this new Conerégation to help it through what he might call a difficult 
period, because they had very little funds. It might well be that when 
the time arrived which he had envisaged, what he had said that morning 
might help them to come to a-decision in favour of sponsoring or mothering 
this new Congregation whose future he did not think anyone could foretell. 
A new S\nagogue had been consecrated and erected at a time when, in other 
countnes, Symagogues were being destroyed. It was a remarkab!le fact 
to bear in mind that in spite of the present-day anti-Semitism, this event 
had happened: and later on he thought their Congregation might be advised 
to consider whether they should not go beyond the ordinary Trusteeship 
ithe report of the Mahamad states that “a proposal to vest the property 
of the Oporto Synagogue in this Congregation is under consideration, and 
will in due course be submitted to you for adoption”) and take upon 
themselves a small financial responsibility for seeing that that Community 
went further ahead. 

Mr. Nevitte Laskt, referring to the letter on the Marranos at Oporto 
which had appeared in THe JewitsH Curonicce of January 14th from Mr. 
van Son who, he said, seemed to be a disgruntled ex-member of the 
Marranos’ Committee, said he had the advantage of seeing all the papers 
which he wished to see on the matter, and as far as he could see there was 
no toundation for the aspersion which Mr. Van Son had cast. He had 
deemed it his duty to write to THE Jewish CHRONICLE and had publicly 
extended an invitation to this gentleman to provide him with any material 
to support his charges. 

Mr. D. V. N. Da Costa thanked Mr. de Casseres for the report which 
he had given them and also thanked him and Mr. Goodman for having 
represented the Congregation on that occasion.

Robu Sets the Pace 
ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS IN THE PROVINCES 


While the Rumanian Government still seeks to maintain a pitiful 
pretence of “ legality’ in dealing with the Jewish problem, the local 
salraps. into whose hands the Jews have been delivered, are cynically 
pulling aside the curtain and revealing the true nature of the present 
persecutions. 

Nikifor Robu, the “ Rumanian Streicher.” who has been appointed 
Prefect of Czernowitz, in Bukovina, one of the Rumanian’ provinces 
with the largest Jewish population, has been openly boasting of his 
Jew-buiting exploits in an interview with the ANGRtFR. In answer to a 
question as to what anti-Semitic measures he had already adopted, he 
elumerates them point by point. They are:

Ihus two elemental forces faced eaeh other—Turkish provincial 
conservatism and Transylvanian progressiveness. The king himself 
is hedged in by these two forces, the outcome of whose struggle ts still 
undecided. As often happens during such struggles between equally 
matched torces, a third force appears which, while not «sell 
strong, seeks.to play the part of arbitrator and to wield a decisive 
influence, the contestants cancelling each other out. In Rumania, the 
arbitrator's task has been made easy by his discovery of a useful victim 
on whom sentence can be passed without any risk whatsoever—the Jew. 

Ihe transtormation of Rumania from a Turkish Pashalic into a 
European State created, apart from the peasant problem, the thorny 
problem of the middle class In contrast to teudal society, modern 
European society is distinguished by the existence of a middle class, 
and Rumania rapidly tollowed this development once it had completed 
its link with Europe. But this middle class was largely Jewish. The 
Rumanian rulers, the boyars and the intelligentsia, were occupied with 
the political conquest of the territories gained by the War, and all the 
available personnel was needed for military and administrative pur- 
poses.

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NAZI REORGANISATION AND THE JEWS 
Extremists in Charge 
FEARS OF INTENSIFIED DRIVE 


1 is generally feared in Berlin that the drastic Government 
-eorganisation will result in an intensification of the anti-Jewish cam- 
paign in Germany, especially in the economic field. In this connection, 
it is pointed out that the Ministry of Economics has been completely 
Navified with Dr. Walther Funk, who formerly worked hand in hand 
with Dr. Goebbels, at its head. Dr. Funk took up his office this week. 

i: is also feared that the Nazification of the Foreign Ministry, under 
the reorganisation plan, will also have an adverse effect on Jewish life. 
Hitherto, the fairly independent Foreign Ministry acted as a brake 
on anti-Jewish excesses in order to avoid foreign repercussions. This 
brake has now been removed. 

tinder the reorganisation plan, the Ministry of Economics is divided 
into five principal departments. The former heads of the Four-Year 
Plan, who worked in the department of General Goering, are placed 
i, charge of the three departments which are most likely to affect 
jews. Herr Schmeer, formerly leader of the Labour Front in the 
Central Office of the Four-Year Plan organisation, now becomes State 
Secretary and is in charge of the department dealing with economic 
organisation and general trade policy. At the head of the department 
dealing with exports, foreign exchange. and foreign trade is Major 
von Jawitz, who was head of the foreign trade department in the Four- 
Year Plan organisation. Another department controlling industry and 
raw material was given to General Loeb, of the Air Force, who held 
a similiar position under the Four-Year Plan authorities.

AUSTRIAN NAZI TERRORISM 
German Invasion Scare 


While prayers were being said at the Vienna Synagogue in the 
Heizgasse last Friday evening, Nazis threw a “smoke-bomb” con- 
sisting of a bottle of benzine and a burning rag into the building. The 
smoke caused a panic among the congregation of about 200 people. 
some of whom were injured. Eight persons were detained tor examina- 
tion by the police, 

Further smashing ot Jewtsh shop windows by Nazi raiders in a large 


-humber of Vienna districts led to the dispatch of police tenders 


io all parts of the city. Some thirty persons have been detained. Two 
of them confessed that they acted on the orders of a central authority. 

this recrudescence of Nazi hooliganism coincides with a renewal o! 
Nazi activity generally. It is widely feared in Austria, writes the Vienna 
Correspondent of THe JewisH CuHronicce, that the German Govern- 
ment and Army changes will result in great intensification of the ant- 
Austrian campaign. The recall of Herr von Papen from his post as 
Ambassador in Vienna is considered to imply a return from political 
(0 lerroristic activity. The illegal Nazis, who were always critical of 
Von Papen’s policy of “ peaceful penetration,” now seem to have 
gained the upper hand. One of the documents discovered during the 
recent raid on the Nazi centre in Vienna showed that plans had been 
worked out for the early outbreak.of disorders on the Austro-German 
'rontier, following which Germany would stage an invasion “ to restore 
order.” The Army would advance only within narrow limits and would 
then wait to discover the reactions of the foreign Powers, particularly 
ltaly. If foreign Powers undertook strong action, the Army would 
withdraw, But it was hoped that merely empty protests would be 
made, as in the case of the occupation of the Rhineland. 

A statement issued by the Union of Austrian Jews sharply criticises the 
Government decision not to admit Jewish children to the Austrian Youth 
rganisation. The statement declares that the Union is emphatieally 
©pposed to the establishment of a separate Jewish Youth Organisation in 
Austria, regarding this step as a violation of the rights of Jewish youth.

REPLY TO SOUTH AFRICAN ANTI-SEMITES 


‘Campaign of Abuse and Misrepresentation ” 


. JEWS’ PUBLIC APPEAL FOR JUSTICE 


An appeal for fair play and justice has been issued by the South 
African Jewish Board of Deputies to the South African Press, and 
has been given great prominence in newspapers throughout the country. 

During recent years, it begins, South African Jewry has been made 
the object of a systematic campaign of abuse and misrepresentation. 
Wild and flimsy allegations had been levelled by irresponsible elements 
secking to import foreign hatreds into the country; and latterly 
politicians of standing had joined in giving utterance to unfounded 
accusations against Jewry. 

“The South African Jewish Board of Deputies feels that, without 
risk of grave misunderstanding, it cannot allow these charges to pass 
unrefuted.” says the appeal. “The accusations not only engender 
ill-feeling and prejudice against Jewish citizens; they also bring in 
their train scrious national dangers of racial conflict and discord and 
social insecurity. The Board believes that by rebutting these muisstate- 
ments and acquainting the South African people with the true facts 
it is rendering a service to all who wish to maintain truth and justice 
in public life and harmony between all elements of the nation.” _ 

A temporary injunction has been granted by the Supreme Court in 
Capetown against Johannes von Strauss von Moltke, restraining him 
from publishing a book under the title of “ The Jews of South Africa.” 
The applicant, Mr. Isaac Meyer Goodman, of Capetown, stated in his 
petition that he feared the book might contain certain documents which 
“ will be used to cause great harm to Jews in South Africa.” 

Mr. Goodman alleged that letters, minutes, and documents had been 
taken from the office of the Capetown Executive of the Jewish Board 
of Deputies between June 8th and June 11th, 1934, and produced 
facts purporting to show that the documents would appear in the book. 

At the annual conference of the South African Travellers’ Associa- 
tion, held recently in Durban, a resolution was adopted deprecating 
race-hatred and denying the existence of discrimination against Jewish 
commercial travellers. The resolution states: “In view of statements 
which are being made to the effect that certain firms are discriminating 
against commercial travellers on the grounds of race or religion, this 
conference, which is a national body representing all sections of the 
community, hereby places on record the fact that there ts no truth 
in such allegations. This conference further deprecates and dissociates 
itself from any attempt to introduce any political, racial, or religious 
element into the healthy commercial relationship which at. present 
exists between all sections of the South African people.” 


Greyshirt Incitement 

Extreme indignation is.being expressed in Liberal circles in Capetown 
at the action of the Sons of England Club in inviting L. T. Weichardt, 
the leader of the. South African Greyshirt Party, who was overwhelmingly 
defeated last week at the by-election in Piquetberg, Cape Province, to be 
the guest of honour at its last luncheon. Weichardt took the opportunity 
offered him to vilify the. Jews. The Club realised that it had raised a 
hornets’ nest, and Mr. R. W. Bowen, M.P., who presided at the luncheon. 
stated than an offer had been made to the Jewish Community to send a 
representative to reply to Weichardt’s accusations, The Cape Committee 
of the Board of Deputies has stated that it would not be compatible with its 
own dignity to enter into a polemic with Weichardt, but offered to send a 
speaker to the Club to acquaint the members with the ordinary work 
carried out by the Jewish body. (In the Piquetberg by-election, Weichardt 
secured only 452 votes out of a total of 4,423, losing his Ceposit. The 
successful candidate was a Nationalist supporter of Dr. Malan. The DatLy 
TELEGRAPH AND MORNING Post declares that the result can be regarded 
as showing how effectively the Malan Party has stolen the Greyshirts’ anti- 
Jewish thunder.) 

Speaking at Piet Retief recently, Mr. Pirow. the Minister of Railwavs 
and Defence, referred to the Greyshirt organisation and said that the 
importation of the Nazi system into South Africa would lead to civil 
war within four weeks. Addressing a meeting in Johannesburg, Mr. J. H 
Hofmeyr, Minister of the Interior, said that anti-Semitism had shown itself 
in South Africa of late. It was a feeling that was easily stimulated but 
difficult to fight.

A short 
ime aco, Rolf Henne, who has been the Nazi leader since 1934, 
GHETTO BENCHES TO STAY 
Polish Minister's Weak Policy 
SPORTS BAN DECLARED ILLEGAL

Speaking before the Education Committee of the Sejm’ last week, 


Protessor Swietoslawskt, the Minister of Education, admitted that the 
campaign for ghetto gnches was a “dangerous phenomenon,” but 
refused to announce any means, whereby he proposed to remedy 
matters. An appeal from the Jewish Deputies to abolish the ghetto 
measure failed even to elicit a reply. | 

Although the Minister deplored the harmful consequences of the 
conflicts taking place at the Universities. the bad moral effect of the 
situation and the loss of time and energy. he, nevertheless, sought to 
justity the introduction of the benches as a necessary step to secure 
order. The Minister's speech made it clear that he intends to maintain 
the ghettoes, despite the opposition of the enlightened section of the 
professors, The Muintster gave the impression of not being a supporte: 
of the measure at heart, but of having vielded in face of prevailing 
tendencies. Last year, it may be recalled, he stated tn the Seym that he 
would not introduce the ghettoes. 

lhe Jewish reply was voiced by Dr. Sommerstein, the Chairman ot 
the Jewish Parliamentary Club, who declared: “ Jewish students tn 
Poland will not give in. They will continue to fight for their human 
and citizen rights.” 

By welcome contrast, an important circular prohibiting anti-Jewish 
discriminations in sport has been issued: by General Olszyna- 
Wilichinskt, President of the State Department for Physical Education. 
All sports clubs and sports organisations in the country are warned that 
resolutions introducing discriminations against minorities are in contra- 
diction to the Statutes of the Polish Sports Association, the con- 
trolling body for all sports clubs and organisations in the country. 
The General's circular further declares all such. resolutions already 
passed to be null and void. Clubs or sports organisations passing such 
resolutions in the future, says the circular, will not be allowed to remain 
members of the Association and will be deprived o! the control of the 
Sate Department and the benefits and privileges arising therefrom 

lhe circular adds that the percentage of members of minorities 
sitting upon the administrative committees of the clubs should not 
exceed the percentage for the whole country. The majority on the 
committees must be Polish.

On the opposite side, unfortunately, there have been instances of 


anti-Jewish feeling. 


Although there has of late been a little more reticence in 


propaganda on account of the bad impression it created in England 
and America, and General de Llano’s daily wireless effusions have now 
come to a close, there seems little doubt that, thanks to German 
influence, insurgent Spain has been to some extent infected with anti- 


Semitism. 

A few weeks ago, when the Rumanian Government of Goga began 
to attack the Jews, the Republican Press was outspoken in ifs criticism. 
The Barcelona Labour daily, SoLiparipaD OBRERA, in a series of 
articles on the subject, denounced such “ medieval barbarism” and 
even appealed to the Spanish Government to adopt measures in 
support of Rumanian Sefardim wishing to make their homes in Spain. 


NO “JEWISH QUESTION” IN TURKEY 


M. Djelal Bayar, President of* the Turkish Republic, emphatically 
disclaimed the existence of a “Jewish question” in Turkey in a public 
speech at Yalova last week. 

“ There is no Jewish question in Turkey,” said M. Bayar. “Such a 
question will never exist in Turkey, which is governed by the laws 
promulgated by the Grand National Assembly. All Turkish citizens, 
irrespective of race or religion, enjoy equal rights. We are not going 
to imitate Other countries. Turkey will never allow the creation of a 
Jewish question or any minority question within her borders.” 


LEAGUE CONFERENCE ON GERMAN REFUGEES 


The long-heralded inter-Governmental conference to draft a conven- 
tion on the legal status of refugees from Germany opened in Geneva 
last Monday, in the presence of delegates and experts from fourteen 
countries, including England and France. The United States sent an 
observer. Representatives of the Liaison Committee of the High 
Commission for Refugees from Germany were also present. The 
conference was opened by the Refugees Commissioner, Sir Neill 
Malcolm. 


BELGIUM—Jewish market vendors of foreign nationality are finding 
themselves in a very precarious position owing to the fact that the Govern- 
ment has decided to grant licences only to those who have lived in the 
country for at least ten years. An exception has been made for those 
whose country of origin grants reciprocal treatment to Belgian nationals, 
but as no such arrangement exists with Poland, Jewish market vendors 
of Polish nationality have, in the majority of cases, lost the means of 
earning a livelihood. About 150 families are affected.

FLAGGING SPIRITS OF SUPPORTERS

' <tated last week that I regarded the B.U.F. as being at present 


morbund. But, | would remind readers that it is not yet dead. The 
seed for anti-Fascist propaganda is as urgent as ever, for the Black- 
shirts are still working under the surface and. are reorganising them- 


selves in the belief that an economic crisis will shortly be upon us 
and that will be their opportunity. 

lhe turgid pools of racism that have been so avidly stirred by 
the Jew-baiters have not dried up, nor has there been an entire 
cessation of anti-Jewish propaganda. In the City, at Finsbury Square, 
and in the East End, I attended meetings on Thursday of last week 
which made clear both the declining open-air resources of the B.U.F. 
and its continued anti-Jewish incitement. 

In tinsbury Square I learnt from a Blackshirt in the crowd that 
he would be transported to the East End in the evening, to 
Bermondsey over the week-end, and to Lewisham the following week. 
So few, it appears, are Mosley’s active followers that to present an 
outward appearance of strength, Blackshirts are taken from Bethnal 
Green and Shoreditch, the only areas where they may be found in 
any number, in large vans to far-removed meeting places. 

fhe speaker in Finsbury Square seemed to have studied the same 
speaker's notes as the one who spoke in Watney Street, E. The 
reactions to the facile arguments were more pointed in the East 
Fond than in the City. At the former meeting, where there were no 
Jews present, a member of the audience turned to his friend and siid: 
“That's the third time he's said that. I'm getting a bit fed up.” 
His friend replied: “So am |. There's nothing new about it.” As 
he finished speaking, he hailed a passer-by and shouted: “ Any more 
ot this, chum?” The passer-by smiled and walked on quickly. I 
learnt that he was a‘former member of the B.U.F. who had been 
fined three pounds for smashing “a Jew-man’s windows.”

THE MOSLEY WOUNDING CASE 
Accused Man Acquitted 


George Olsen Melander, nineteen, a labourer, of Arundel Street, 
Liverpool, appeared at Liverpool Assizes on Monday on a charge of 
imflicting grievous bodily harm on Sir Oswald Mosley at an open-air 
meeting at Walton ow October 10th, 1937. The prosecution offered no 
evidence. Melander was found “ Not Guilty ” and was discharged. 

At the Manchester Assizes last December, Melander was found not 
guilty of wounding Sir Oswald Mosley with intent to do him grievous 
bodily harm. On the charge of inflicting grievous bo2Sy harm the jury 
disagreed and the judge ordered a retrial.

Settlement of Libel Case 
JEWISH COUNCILLORS’ ACTION 


Last Friday, before the Lord Chief Justice. the actions of Davis and Fine

Mr. J. P. Valetta asked whether it would be convenient if the next action 
(by Messrs. Davis and Fine) in his Lordship’s list might be called on at the sane 
time as this one because it dealt with the same matters.

[hese were actions, said Mr. Valetta, claiming damages for libel. The 
plaintills in this action were members of the Jewish faith and were and always had 
held themselves out as loyal members of the Jewish Community. At all material 
times, the planntiits were also Labour members of the Stepney Borough Council. 
[he defendants, The Jewish Chronicle Ltd, were proprietors and publishers of a 
weekly newspaper entitled THe JewisH Curonicite, which has a wide circulation 
throughout the United Kingdom and particularly among the Jewish Community. 
Ihe detendants the Flectway Press and the detendant Mr. Greenberg were the 
printers and the Editor respectively of the publication mentioned. 

In the issue of Tue Jewrsu CrHronicie dated February 26th, 1937, there 


appeared an article headed 


he Letting of. Town Halls to Fascists,” which pur- 
ported to be a far and accurate report of the meeting of the Stepney Borough 
Counci! during which the question of letting Limehouse Town Hall to the British 
L'inion of Fascists had come under discussion. The article was sub-headed 
“Jewish Councillors Support Mosley,” and the article itself in terms referred to 


the plaintiffs and left no doubt in the minds of anyone reading it that the 
plaintifis were Jewish. Councillors who supported Sir Oswald Mosicy, whio, as 


everyone knew, was the protagonist of Fascism, which constantly voiced tts 
opposition to both Jewry and the Labour Party. 
it was clear that nothing could be more harmful to a loyal member of the 


Jewish Community and of the Labour Party than to describe him as a supporter 
of Fascism ihe plaintills, immediately the article appeared, protested against 
such a reflection upon their integrity. As a result of complaints made by the 
plaintiffs’ solicitors, somewhat qualified apologies appeared in subsequent issues 
of Tue Jewise Creonicte which the plaintitis did not consider to be either 
adequate or satisfactory. It, therefore, became necessary to take further steps 
to remove the stigma which still attached to the plaintiffs, and a writ was 
issued on July Ist last yea! | 

The defendants had now taken steps to express their regret to the plaintiffs for 
the injury to their good name. The plaintiffs, in their turn, had met them in a 
proper spirit by not protracting, but consenting to put an end to, these proceedings 
at the carliest nossible moment, subject to his Lordship's sanction. As an 
indication of their good faith, the defendants had agreed to put in the next issue 
of Tue Jewtsu Curonicte a full report of those proceedings in a prominent 
position in their journal so that any doubts still remaining .in people's minds 
as to the integrity of the plaintiffs may be resolved once and for all. The 
defendants had also agreed to idemnify the plaintiffs in respect of their Costs. 

Mr. Valetta said that Mr. Slade and Mr. Valentine Holmes were there to 
confirm what he had said on behalf of their respective clients, and he asked 
for his Lordship’s leave for the record to be withdrawn on_terms endorsed on 
counsel's bricts | 

Mr. Slade said his two clients, Mr, Davis and Mr. Fine, were most anxious 
that his Lordship should not think that they had any purpose in view in 
commencing those proceedings to make any money out of it for themselves. Mr. 
Davis was the President of the Federation of Synagogues, a member of the 
london County Council as well as the Stepney Borough Council, and both he 
nnd Mr. Fine were members of the Labour Party. Mr. Fine was also a member 
of the Stepney Borough Council and a member of the Court of Referees under 
the Unemployment Insurance, a Justice of the Peace for the County of London, 
and the Secretary of a Trade Union for twenty-three years, and also held a number 
of honorary positions in Jewry in the locality. It would be disastrous to him if 


“anything of that kind would be allowed to go uncontradicted. It became 


absolutely necessary for both of them to contradict the statement that they were 
in any way supporters of Fascism, which they strongly disliked in common with 
a number of people who were not members of the Jewish faith. 

The moment this matter appeared in the paper (said Mr. Slade), literature 
was distributed in the course of an election which supervened shortly after the 
publication of the article, and advantage was taken bs Mr. Davis's opponent to 
disseminate literature repeating the allegation that he was a supporter of Fascism. 
Mr. Slade made it clear that THe JewtsH CHRONICLE was not responsible for that 
literature. He thought his clients should take credit for having been the first 
persons to suggest that the matter should be settled the moment THE JEWisiH 
CHRONICLE was prepared to make it clear that there was no foundation for the 
imputation. All that they had accepted was a mere token payment and payment 

Ye Mie’ Valentine Holmes said he endorsed what had been said by counsel for the 
plaintiffs and apologised for Tue JewrsH Curonicte. He only wished to say that 
Tue Jewish Cxronicte did not wish to indicate that the defendants had any 

anings towards Fascism. 
aed Howert consented to the record being withdrawn on terms endorsed on 
counsel's briefs.

The point we had to discuss was whether 
the Association for Jewish Youth agreed with what had _ been 
done and desired. to extend tt, or whether it desired to put its 
foot down before any other club managers had the temerity to act 
likewise, or, finally, whether it would watch the results of the experiment 
and make a pronouncement of future policy at a later date. Whenever 
it was sought to divert the discussion into these channels, several of 
those present employed obstructive tactics. Hence nothing was decided, 
and the A.J.Y. 1s in the very weak position of having met to discuss a 
most vital problem and of having buried its head in the sand in the 
face of it. Surely irreparable damage must result from such stupidity 
-—the responsible Cambridge Club Managers can justly say that the 
A.J.Y. was afraid to face them. Those who are in favour of keeping 
the old order of things have done nothing to show their determination 
and to present a united front.

GOVERNMENT'S PALESTINE POLICY 
Colonial Secretary Reports No Change 


‘0 reply to a question by Capratn Victor CazaLet (Con., 
Chippenham), Mr. Ormsby-Gore said that the Government still 
adhered to the general lines of the policy recommended by the Royal 
Commission; meanwhile, the terms of the Mandate held the field and 
could not be altered except by the Council of the League.

Government's intentions: (3) To call for stronger action to enforce 
law and order: and (4) To demand that after March 31st immigration 
Shall be determined according to. the criterion of “ economic absorptive 


capacity,” and not “ political high level.” 


THE JEWS OF RUMANIA 


“In the Interests of Humanity 

Mr. J. ¢(Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked the 
Foreign Secretary what steps he was taking to protect the minority 
rights of Jews in Rumania: and was he consulting the United States 


of America, as well as France. so as to secure the most effective results? 


Mr. Eden gave a brief account of the action taken by the League 


in setting up a Committee of Three, and added: “1 would remind 
the Hon. Member that the United States of America. who are, of 
course, not a Member of the League. did not ratify the above- 
mentioned Minorities Treaty. They are, therefore, not in the same 


position in this matter as the United Kingdom and France.” 
Mr. Wedgewood: “Is he aware that, while the League of Nations are 


considering this, Jews are already being expelled from all professions 
and many other spheres of life im Rumania and persecutions are going 
on’? Secondly, is this not of interest to America from a humanitarian 
point of view rather than from treaty interests; and ts it not wise to 
consult with them as to what could be done in the interests of 
humanity?” 


Mr. Eden: “So tar as, the U.S. is concerned, I must leave that to 
the U.S. So far as we are concerned, long before the League meeting 
I made it clear what H.M. Government's views were on this question.”

MANCHESTER TALMUD TORAH SCHOOLS 
Decline in Sabbath Attendances 


[From our Correspondent] 


Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., presiding at a meeting of the Talmud Torah 
Council last week, expressed the Council's sympathy with Mr. A. L. 
Belisha on the death of his wife; and tendered congratulations to Mr. 
Neville J. Laski, K.C., on his election as a Master of the Bench of the 
Inner Temple. Mr. Steinart said that from the proceeds of a concert 
jointly held in aid of the Talmud Torah Schools and the Yeshiva 
the Talmud Torah had received £61. He thanked the organisers, 
Messrs. M. Hyman, R. Redstone, and S. Feather, for their help. Mr. 
Steinart reported that the lessons on Sabbaths were still very 
unsatisfactory. 

The Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki, in his educational report, said that in the 
top classes of the main school there was some promising material from 
which he hoped shortly to select a number of Bursars for the Teachers’ 
Traintag Department. Whilst the attendance during the week was 
excellent, the Sabbath attendances had further declined, and, as a result, 
the two Sabbath sessions had been reduced to one. He deplored the 
competition between the various Synagogues in the newer suburbs, 
which led in most cases to a reduction in the days and hours of 
instruction, 


Plea for Educational Co-ordination 


In the discussion, Mr. S. Isaacson protested against the action of the 
Synagogues. It was, he said, a crime to take children away from the 
Talmud Torah. He pleaded for an end to the present disunity, and 
for co-ordination of all local Jewish educational work under one 
central authority. Others who spoke were Mr. IL. Davis, who said that 
Synagogues must look after their own interests; Mr. Abelson, who 
blamed the clergy for their lack of interest; and Messrs. Eli Fox, I. 
Sunlight, S. Davis. S. N. Hyman, and S. Glicher, The educational 
report was accepted. 

Mr. E. Raffles, Treasurer, presented a financial statement for twelve 
months ended December, which showed income £3,984, expenditure 
£4,465, deficit £481, and bank overdraft £3,934. He pointed out that 
the position would have been much worse had it not been for the 
Synagogue Appeal on Yom Kippur, which realised £220. Mr. Raffles 
acknowledged their indebtedness to the Synagogues which had 
responded, and also to the local Shechita Board for their special grant 
of £25. Each year found the Talmud Torah in a serious financial 
position, and their appeals to the Community to place the institution 
on a sound basis once again fell on deat ears. 

After a discussion, in which Messrs. A. Donn, B. Woolfson, D. 
Redstone, ‘and B. Forster participated, the financial statement was 
adopted, on. the proposal of Mr. Raffles, seconded by Mr. Fox. Thanks 
were accorded to Mr. E. Royce, Hon. Auditor.

Selling Out Pledges to the Jews 
DEVASTATING CRITICISM IN “TIMES” LETTER 
Former Palestine Official Speaks Out 


In Ine Times of Monday last appeared a letter of the utmost 
importance from Colonel Richard Meinertzhagen, D.S.O., who 
served in Palestine during the War and was afterwards a member of 
the Paris Peace Delegation. He was Chief Political Officer in Palestine 
and Syria in 1919-20 and became Military Adviser to the Middle East 
Department of the Colonial Office. The letter was headed “ The 
Future of Palestine,” and was as follows: 

Sie. The Board of Deputies of British Jews passed a resolution on 
Januar, 16th in the following terms: 

'h.. Board would welcome a solution for the future of Palestine which 


will provide for the establishment of a Jewish Dominion within the British

je 1919, both Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Balfour envisaged this goal. 
And if, in 1919, as 1 advocated when in political charge of Palestine, this 
had been made abundantly clear to the Arabs we should never have drifted 
from disagreement to terrorism.

Whittling Down the Jewish National Home

Siz.--On Sunday, January 30th, Mrs. Blanche Dugdale delivered an 
address at a crowded mecting of the Tel-Aviv Forum, an Anglo-American 
Jewish club in Tel-Aviv. on “ The Balfour Declaration and After.” It was 
most unfortunate that the public present had no full opportunity of explain- 
ing to Mrs. Dugdale the real facts of the situation, other than the version 
she had been given by those at present in authority in the Zion'st move- 
ment. I am sure that Mrs. Dugdale, who is unbiased, would have been 
happy to know the feelings of every Palestinian, irrespective of class. 

Mrs. Duedale spoke of “the official solution” of the Palestine problem 
as being practically “the only solution,” even if not the best. She did 
not speak of an Arab-Jewish understanding because, she said, she did not 
believe it was possible; but she honestly admitted that she had had no 
chance to meet and talk with any Arab on the subject.. As one who was 
born in Palestine in the fifth successive generation, and can lay claim to be 
a real representative of ‘the Yishuv in which his family has lived for two 
centuries. | venture to that such an understanding is possibte.

THE “TECHNICAL” COMMISSION 
Waiting for Sir H. MacMichael 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


It is now suggested in official circles that the so-called “ technical ” 
Commission will not be able to set out before the end of March, or, 
more probably, some time in April. How soon the names of the 
Commissioners will be made public is still uncertain. It would be 
fitting that their final selection should be deferred until a full con- 
sultation between the Government and the new High Commissioner 
‘has taken place. It would have been highly improper had the Com- 
mission been dispatched to the Holy Land before Sir Harold 
MacMichael had not only taken up his duties there, but had been 
able to reconnoitre the ground for the labours of the Commission. 
‘Whether. however, that twofold condition can be fulfilled by the 
beginning of April is most questionable. Morgover, it would be impos- 
‘sible to contend that law and order have already been restored to 
anything like the degree necessary to ensure the representation of all 
sections of local opinion at the sessions to be held by the Commis- 
sioners. The whole position, nevertheless, may be clarified during 
the Parliamentary debate, for which the Government ts expected to 
aflord time at an early date. 


Consultations with the Mufti 


Meanwhile, it is difficult to refrain from adverse and pointed 
comment on the manner in which former high officials of His Majesty's 
Government, including an ex-Governor of Jerusalem and a member 
of the late Peel Commission, have been conferring, whether in Egypt 
or in Syria, with active partisans and refugees from justice like the 
Mufti and the Secretary of the dissolved Arab Higher Committee. The 
strange thing 4s that the gentlemen tn question should have been unable, 
so far as can be seen, to deny these extremely disquieting reports. 
For such a demeanour is infinitely more serious than the tolerance 
extended by the British authorities to a mere busybody of the calibre 
of Nurt Pasha. There seems no reason either to discredit the story. 
a highly circumstantial one, that the Mutt, from his Franco-Syrian 
asylum, 1s continuing to mobilise groups of bandits for the Syrio- 
Palestinian frontier, where raids on British troops, as well as on the 
local police and Jewish residents, are incessant. 


Various Surmises have appeared in the Press as to the probable personne! 
of the new Commission. They are. for the most part, based on the 
reasonable, supposition that the Chairman will be a retired Government 
servant. such as a former Colonial Governor. and that the Commission will 
contain a semor Treasury official to deal with financial matters and an 
experienced lawyer to consider the legal‘ problems involved. 


“AN INTERESTING DINNER”

~ the prosecution admitted that the evidence relating to the shooting 
at the bus had no relevance to the charge and yet relied upon that 
evidence to a considerable extent in proving its case. It was also 
admiited by the prosecution that the entire evidence upon the charge 
for Which he was tried was purely circumstantial.” 


Conflicting Evidence 


\il prosecution witnesses stated they had heard at least twenty 
shots, some went so far as to recollect as many as thirty shots, or 
more. On the other hand, evidence relating to the shots fired by 
the accused established beyond doubt that he did not fire more than 
sixteen, there being seventeen rounds missing from his supply of 
ammontion, one of which was later found undischarged. Expert 
testimony submitted by the prosecution showed that four spent 
cartiidges had been fired from an unknown rifle, which was not that 
ol the accused or one of the rifles used at the police-post. It was 
thus proved that at least one more rifle had been used by some 
unknown person, 

A British police sergeant who testified admitted that he had the 
definite impression that there were shots from two or more rifles; a 
Jewish corporal, who was subpoenaed by the prosecution, formed 
the same impression. 

Accused had stated that rifles were fired by two or more bandits 
‘the Vicinity, and that he fired his own rifle in defence against the 
attack. It was logical to assume that inhabitants of the nearby village

(crossman, not content with discussing the document before Congress and 
publishing it in his news-sheet, was determined that it should reach an 
public through THE Jewish Curonic_e? It is surely a little naive 
o! Professor Yahuda to suggest that the Executive should have stopped 
\ir. Grossman from committing an offence which they had not the slightest 
reason to suspect that he might be about to perpetrate. 
io come next to the question of procedure. That the proceédings were held 
\ir. Grossman’s absence ts the fault of Mr. Grossman alone. The Court 
decoded, for good and sufficient reason, that it was not in the Zionist 
erest that the proceedings should be open to the Press and public. The 
ounds for this decision are surely obvious enough. The implications of 
bheation of this nature as regards the relations between the Zionist 
ers and members of the Government are clearly not matters which lend 
themselves to public discussion, and yet that aspect of the case represented 
ihe essence of the injury done to the common cause. Mr. Grossman, not 
ent with the harm already done by his ill-advised publication, was

In 
ess to Mr. Grossman, it must be added, however, that he has accepted 
iecision of the Court as a loyal Zionist and has not listened to the 
dishments of. those who would have urged him to use it as an excuse 
caving the Organisation. 
Oy. Yahuda suggests, a little obliquely (“a new court of the utmost 
cal impartiality must be called’), that the Congress Court was not 
urtal. This suggestion is unworthy of Professor Yahuda, who knows 
that the Court is composed of persons entirely independent of the 
uuuve, whose impartiality is beyond question, and includes the Chair- 
of the Palestine Bar Association, Dr. Smoira, Rabbi Assaf, of the 
rew University, and Dr. O. Wolfsberg, another distinguished scholar.

(irgamsation should answer the questions that arise from the contents of 
ine document itself, Mr. Grossman raised ‘those questions, as already 
nciated, before hundreds of delegates in full secret session of Congress.

Mr. Ben H woke of the action taken by the N.Z.O. opposing 
the Zionist Organisation as representative of the 
Jewish people.

Mr: B \ri delivered an address on the problems of the organisa- 
tion. He spoke of the part to be played by the proposed Jewish 
National A and he said that the Nassi, elected by the Assembly, 
would be 1 coenised head of the Jewish people. The position 
of the Nassi would be similar, he said, to the position of the President 
of the S.A 

Mr. Emil Weis! read an address’on the finances of the N.Z.O. 
prepared by My. Wolfgang von Weisl, who was prevented by illness 


from attending the congress. During the first year of its eXxts- 
tence the \.Z.0. spent £8,300, he stated. He proposed a budget for 
the next year of £5,000, and appealed for economy. 

A conference the N.Z.O. women’s organisation, B'rith Nashim 
Leumiyoth, was held last week at Prague, under the Presidency of 
Mme. Naomi von Weisl The task of the New Zionist women, she 
said, was not only to do practical work but to support the men in 
their political activities. 

The conference was addressed by Mr. Jabotinsky on the part played 
by Jewish women in the Diaspora. 

A voluminous report on the proposed ten-year plan for the develop- 
ment of Palestine, involving the immigration of one million Jews into 
the western districts of the country, was presented to the Congress by 
Dr. S. Klinger, of London, The success of the plan, Dr. Klinger 
pointed out, depended on three factors: the active co-operation of the 
entire Jewish people: the active co-operation of the countries with 
large Jewish populations as well as of the other civilised countries of 
the world. and the active co-operation of the British Mandatory Power 
in Palestine. 

So far as the financing of the plan was concerned, Dr. Klinger stated 
that in the first place the surplus of the Palestine Government should be 
partly used to subsidise the plan. Secondly, a Palestine bank should be 
established. Thirdly, a Jewish national loan should be launched for 
£12.000.000, which, excepting the Jewish population of Russia, would 
mean £1 per head of every Jew. in the world. This loan should be 
raised in three different parts, and should be repayable in torty years 
and bear interests of 34 per cent. The Keren Hayesod income should 
be used as a guarantee for the loan and for the payment of interest and

repayment of principal. Half of the loan should be spent on the 
development of agricultural settlements and the other half on the 
development of industrial undertakings, the buiiding industry, and 
Jewish shipbuilding. 
Ihe ten-year plan was further to be financed to a certain extent by 
private capital and by the revenue accruing trom tariffs and taxation. 
The Congress elected a World Executive (Nessiut) of twelve members, 
including Mr. S. Jacobi as President of the Executive and head of the 
Department for Internal Jewish Policy; Professor B. Akzin, head of the 
Department for External Policy; Dr. Wolfgang von Weisl, head of the 
Financial Department; Mr. EB. Ben-Horin, head of the Organisation 
Department; Mr. A. Abrahams, head of the Press and Propaganda 
Department; Dr. S. Klinger, head of the department supervising the 
carrying out of the ten-year plan; and Dr. Jacob Dam, Dr. Schwartz- 
man, Mr. Kopelovich, and Dr. Harry Levi. Dr. A. Altman was 
appointed as representing the N.Z.O. in Palestine. | 

Mr. Jabotinsky, who was appointed Nassi (Leader) by the N.Z.O. 
inaucural congress last year, holds the same office. In future, however, 
it was decided that Nassi must be elected by a national assembly. 
It was further decided to transfer the headquarters of the Tel-Hat 
Fund from London to Palestine. 

[he Congress adopted a number of resolutions on the political 
situation, One of these resolutions expresses tts satisfaction with the 
liquidation of the Partition plan. 


Mr. Jabotinsky addressed a Press conference in Prague on the aims 
of the Congress. 

He said that in the life of the next generation, at least 6,000,000 
Jews would have to settle in Palestine. To be able to receive all those 
settlers, it was necessary to prepare a sufficient area on both sides of the 
Jordan of about 116,000 square kilometres. For that reason alone, he 
declared, the Jews could never accept Partition. 

“ The ten-year plan proposed by the New Zionist Organisation as 
the first step towards the realisation of this Jewish exodus,” Mr. 
Jabotinsky said, “ provides only for the settlement of one and a half 
million Jews in the eastern and western districts of the Jordan. In 


other words, its aim is to create in Palestine a Jewish majority and to | 


transform the country into a Jewish State.”

Chairman of Tarbuth, last Saturday night, at the West Central Rooms, 
Noel Street, W. The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom was in the Chair. 

Dr. Rawidowicz said that the prose of Berditchevsky was one of 
the most tragic and heart-rending in Jewish literature. It was as if a 
curse was accompanying his heroes and heroines. Not one of them 
found his or her happiness, they built houses and did not inhabit them. 
they all felt the heavy burden of Heaven's anger. It was a torn and 
broken reality that was painted in his writings. The same might be 
said of his philosophic outlook. Achad-Haam spoke of the old Judaism 
and of the need to rejuvenate it. Berditchevsky did not believe in the 
unity of Judaism; he contended that there were many Judaisms. One 
could, of course, logically and historically prove the existence of a 
common basis of Judaism from its beginning till the present day, 
and that Berditchevsky was mistaken. But Berditchevsky had a 
particular sense for the breaks in the thread which united 
Judaism. Achad-Haam and his friends walked the official high-road 
of Judaism, whereas Berditchevsky trod the side-tracks and by-paths. 
They sang of the great Jewish prophets; Berditchevsky always sought 
for the false prophets who were also spokesmen of old Jewry. 

Although there was much to be said against some of Berditchevsky’s 
arguments, said the lecturer, in conclusion, he must confess that there 
was much to be learned from him. It was always necessary to go 
on verifying the truth of the ideas and values in which they believed. 
In that respect, Berditchevsky could be a spiritual indicator of roads 
to pursue. He represented not old Judaism, but rather the burning. 
desire for a new Judaism. He tried to defend the rights of the present, 
of the living Jewish individual. Berditchevsky might not have left them 
a comprehensive and complete ideological system, but he left them a 
call, a great moral challenge, in which there was a great truth: and 
the coming generations would hear his voice and understand him. 


“FULFIL THE MANDATE” 


S.A. Young Zionists’ Resolution 


A South African correspondent reports that a resolution demanding 
fulfilment of the Mandate was passed at the recent annual Eastern 
Zionist Youth Camp-held at Humewood, Port Elizabeth. After a 
discussion on Partition, the members of the Camp resolved to ask the 
South African Zionist Federation to dispatch a message to the British 
Government on behalf of South African Jewry demanding fulfilment 
of the Mandate. 

At a mass meeting of Seniors of the Zionist Youth Movement held 
later in the Emanuel Hall, Port Elizabeth. the principal speaker drew 
the conclusion that there was no justification for dividing Palestine and 
enlarging Arab territory. He said that the Jews should demand the 
implementing of the Balfour Declaration, that the immigration quota 
be governed by the absorptive capacity of the country, and that this 
principle should be immediately put into effect. The suggestions were 
warmly received by the meeting.

They had shared with non-Jews their trials and tribulations, but 
they were also deeply conscious of the freedom of religious thought and 
observance and the equality of opportunity that they had enjoyed under 
the British Governments, of whatever complexion, which had ruled 
during the last half century. When they looked round Europe to-day 

noted with dismay the persecution and restriction of religious, 
soliWeal. and economic liberties which were imposed on their 
oreligionists abroad, they appreciated in full measure the advantages 
of living in this great free country. fe 

They were Renouted by the presence of Sir Kingsley Wood 
that evening, not only because he was a Cabinet Minister but also 
because his Ministerial duties were concerned with the health services 
of the country. with which services the Friendly Societies were closely 
associated. In paying a tribute to their chief guest, Mr. Hyams said 
that the progress of slum-clearance, the improvements In the health 
services. the extensions of National Health Insurance, and the welcome 
efforts to make them rejuvenate by means of the National Fitness 
Campaign, were all associated with the policy and the foresight of the 
Minister of Health. 

Dr. J.J. Matton. Warden of Toynbee Hall and one of the Governors 
of the B.B.C., proposed the toast of “Anglo-Jewry.” That was an 
opportune moment, said Dr. Mallon, to propose such a toast, because 
they were witnessing just now the collapse of one of the most odious 
movements whieh had ever tried to disgrace their country. They had 
had brought to them from the Continent a morbid growth of sour and 
septic politics, repugnant to the spirit, tradition, and genius of thts 
country. (Applause.) He never had any doubt as to what would 
happen to that movement. and it was a matter of profound rejoicing 
to him that the genuine East London which he knew and loved had not 
touched or for a moment encouraged that foul, noxious Movement. 
(Applause.) Well. it. was going into the vile dust to which it belonged. 
Let it 


Dr. Mallon’s Appeal for the Exiles 


He wished. said Dr. Mallon, that they could enlarge the ambit of 
Anglo-Jewry. It was to him tragic that so many worthy people coming 
from countries which they had served and trom which they were now 
exiled, could not be freely admitted here. The tragedy and pathos of 
these exiles could not easily be exaggerated. Though itt was possible 
to exaggerate the English love of liberty, he thought that they loved 
liberty and it was distasteful to them to deny it to anyone. They 
opened their doors to newcomers not only because they loved liberty, 
but because in a subconscious sort of way they realised that it paid 
to open their doors. The fugitive was worthy of what they gave him. 
Their history was a splendid demonstration of that. Dr. Mallon 
coupled with the toast the names of the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Lionel 
de Rothschild, O.B.E. 

Dr. Hertz. in his reply. said “Angio-Jewry”” reminded him of Sir 

‘Thomas Browne's quaint saying: “ There is a geography of religions as 
well as of lands.” by which he meant that the followers of anv -religion 
were affected by the spiritual climate of their national environment. Now, 
the men and women of Anglo-Jewry would not find the spiritual climate of 

England so congenial but for the fundamental affinity between the English 
and the Jewish character. The Chief Rabbi pointed to some of these 
striking Similarities. such as the virtues of brotherhood, kindliness, and 
fair play. and said that there was no nation like the English nation that 
realised that the fear of the Lord was not only the beginning of wisdom but 
was the whole of wisdom. (Applause.) Only the malevolent or unbalanced 
asked: “Can Jews be patriots?” “Loyalty to the flag for which the sun 
once stood stll.” said Dr. Hertz. “ only deepens our lovalty to the flag on 
which the sun never sets.” (Applause.) 

Mer. DE ROTHSCHILD, O.B.E.. thanked them. all for having drunk 
their own health. For what, he asked, was Anglo-Jewry but all the Jews 
who, living in England. were proud of their British citizenship’ lt was 
because Jews living in this country felt that they were at home that they 
could unite with the British people. whether it be in work of the nature that 

‘their magnificent society carried on, whether it be in more serious work 
when they were called to defend their country, or whether it be in games 
which they could all enjoy. (Applause.) In all spheres of life. Jews living 
in England were Jews in religion, but members of the greatest Common- 
wealth of nations at heart. They were grateful to their country and they 
were grateful to those who governed it.

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, President of the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies, proposed the toast of “ The Chairman,” who, he said, had proved 
himself, during his more than thirty-one years’ service to the Friendly 
Society movement, to be one of the most dynamic forces in the Community.

AN EPSTEIN BUST FOR THE NATION 


The National Portrait Gallery has purchased Epstein’s bronze bust of 


Ramsay MacDonald. This is Epstein’s second bust of the late Premier and 
was modelled from sittings given m 1935, when he left the Labour Party. 
When it was first exhibited at the Leicester Gallery last October, our art critic 


wrote: ** It indicates a shrewd insight into the political mind and should be of 


considerable historical value:

Tyrone Guthrie’s production of Shakespeare's “ Othello” at the 
Old Vic is fresh and original in many respects. Its mounting is excel- 
iently conceived, and the emphasis which Laurence Olivier lays upon 
‘he more sprightly spirit of evil ingenuity carries along the first two 
<ectiuns in Which the play is presented with admirable pace. 

: is only when the shadows deepen in the third section that the pace 
Jackens to that normally adopted for this part; but, after so much of Mr. 


Olicres dazzling iniquity, this slowing up appears ponderous, and both 
the horror and the pity of the tragic climax are weakened. Taken by 
aself. Mr. Olivier’s Iago is a brilliantly clever and original piece of work. 
th iain is none of your sour or oily lagos; there is nothing of agonised 
hatred about the man. He is a virtuoso in wickedness, a devil of charm, 
and a most gay and invigorating critic of human weakness, But the very 
weccess of Mr. Olivier, who brings sparkle to the progress every time he 
enters. only tends to emphasise the somewhat ponderous Othello of Ralph 
vichardson. This Moor is a dull and heavy fellow. While we are pitying

CYRANO DE BERGERAC 

This full-blooded romanticist verse play tickled the public fancy when 
it was first produced in Paris in 1897. It has continued to do so. There 
are few who do not sympathise with and admire this brave Gascon whose 
life was so badly affected by an oversize nose. Humbert Wolfe 
confessed, before the production began, that he had had a certain difficulty 
in adapting this play by Edmund Rostand for the radio. He had to 
remember that listeners could use only their ears and not their eyes. In so 
far as he had to explain beforehand, first, the importance of Cyrano's 
nose, secondly. that the balcony scene in which Roxane was being wooed 
takes place in darkness, and thirdly, that it was essential that Roxane should 
not be aware in-the last scene in the convent that Cyrano was mortally 
wounded, the production failed. Broadcast drama should convey every- 
thing necessary as the action of the play develops. 

Apart from this technical criticism, the play was a grand affair. It went 
with a swing which was a tribute to Mr. Wolfe's translation; and to the 
actors. Frank Cellier succeeded in presenting the disastrous nose to the 
mind's eye: and special mention must be made of Denis Arundell, as the 
Chorus. and Gwen Ffrangcon-Davis as Roxane. This was the fifth in the 
series of classical plays and was produced by Val Gielgud last Sunday.

ON NIGHT DRIVING 
Accessories That Lend Confidence 


Present-day car-owners can congratulate themselves on the ease of 
dnving at night, compared with their fathers’ time, when there were 
only oil or acetylene lamps, no windscreen wipers, no anti-frost heaters, 
od tyres that had a knack of getting punctured on evening journeys, 
with no spare wheels to permit of an easy substitution for those deflated. 
In those times the owner had to provide all his own needed accessories. 
|o-day, the motor-car manufacturer fits as standard equipment a large 
soumber of useful accessories, so that the owner seldom has to buy 
others to complete the outfit. 

An excellent example of where accessories are fitted on standard 
production models ts the Wolseley. Its equipment includes two high- 
sowered headlamps and two independently controlled passing lights o1 

o lamps fitted below the headlights. These are so arranged that the 
dover depresses a pedal which automatically switches off the head- 

mops and illuminates the nearside passing light, throwing its beam low 
down towards the nearside kerb and giving an excellent driving light 
shead as well. 

Wolseley cars are also fitted with non-dazzling side-lamps, a stop 
ivht. reversing light, interior Hlumination for closed cars, and indirect 
hting on the dashboard so that one is not dazzled by it at night time.

Electrically Heated Windscreens 
\s for windscreens, when ‘there ts only a light fog and the dual 


mades are at work, one can sometimes keep them down and drive 
without too much strain. Next year or the year after we shall see 
windscreens fitted with electrical heaters so as to keep them clear in 
both mist and snow conditions. At present we have to fit these as 
lf your family are used to a closed car, they will be vers 
teful at. being able to avoid the cold breezes inseparable from raised 
windscreens in bad weather, so that one pays the price—which is well 
vorth while—tfor the heater in order to keep the windscreen closed. 
Now that the police are actively engaged in summoning motorists
